• The whole trouble lies in the fact 
that the Missouri courses through a 
valley of the substratum soil which, 
as a r«ult of the deposit of distant 
centuries, is largely of quicksand. The 
current is tar above the average in ra- 
pidity, and by reason of the snows on 
the mountains there are two rises, in 
April and June of each year. The large 
volume of water coming down at these 
times has great and rapid action upon 
the bank- Where there is a deposit of 
solid soil above the quicks>and the 
washing out of the latter often causes 
a simultaneous falling of great stretch 
es of the river bank, in some instances 
bclotv St. Joseph and Atchison eating 
up railroad tracks as it did before the 
railroad managers became wiser. - 


Where the law becomes confused is 


that the land thus taken from one side 
is not deposited directly upon tbe oppo- 
site bank, and no engineer can. in fact, 
tell where the fallen earth goes to. All 
that is known is that there is a gradual 
filling on the other side. 
Once in 


awhile, as in 1877. tbe rirer seeks an 
entirely new channel- Iroving large 
areas of land available for occupancy, 
and it is generally over these accretions 
that the larger lawsuits occur. 


The packers did what they could to 


prevent the spoiling of their products^ in 
ome instances spending rears in making 
experiments, but it was cot until the 
question of spoiled foods was thoroughly 
nvestigated by trained biologists that the 
cause and the remedy of the difficulty ivas 
clearly understood. 
It was then appar- 


ent that this spoiling of canned fowls re- 
sulted from fermentation, which was 
caused by the presence of certain vari- 
eties of microbes. Careful examinations 
were made in the laboratories of tbe In- 
stitute of Technology of spoiled caas of 
lobsters, clams, corn, peas and a variety 
of other foods. In every instance it was 
found possible to isolate and cultivate the 
particular bacteria which caused the 
spoiling. 
A dozen such were found in 


corn alone, and each sort of spoiled food 
lielped to swell the list- 
Having procured plantations of these 


bacteria—"cultures," as they are called 
in the laboratory—it was possible to study 
the tiny germs under the microscope, to 
test them with various foods and condi- 
tions and. finally, to determine accurately 
what means are necessary for their de- 
struction. For example, a certain baci! 
Ins was found under the husks of an ear 
of corn and followed through the various 
stages of preparation and packing, nntjl 
finally its development made the content* 
of the whole can unfit to eat. Once these 
various microbes were identified there 
was but little difficulty in establishing the 
amount of heat required in each case to 
destroy them and thoroughly sterilize the 
contents of the whole can, with the result 
that the whole industry has been rescued 
from threatened ruin and put on a. sound 
and practical basis.

Coal Glrl» of Japan. 


TToung girls in Japan are employed to 


perform a task which cannot be done in 
the same time and with the same ea»e by 
any other body of workfolk in the world. 


They are engaged at the different ports 


in loading the large <tcamers wirh conl. 
The coal barges are »r. ung alongside the 
Tej.sei. from stem to stern of which is 
hung a scries of platforms, the broades' 
nearest the base and diminishing as they 
ri«e- On each of these platforms a girl 
stands. 
Men on the barges fill baskets 


containing about two buckets of coal each 
and pass them to the girl standing on tbe 
lowest platform. She passes them to the 
gir! above her. and a continuous and ua- 
brokea line of baskets passes into the ves- 
sel from 10 in the morning until 4 in th» 
afternoon.
